Hagerty said he thought 
Humphrey was taking ‘“‘decid- 
ediy a proper course” in not 
releasing the Soviet messages.

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on stairs-in all school build- 
ings, no matter how “fireproof” 
their construction. It also re- 
quires installation of sprinkler 
systems in some instances. 

Some parochial and private | 
school buildings constructed | 
before 1945 have been brought | 
in line with the code’s re- 
quirements on a_ voluntary. 
basis. The city building code 
is not believed to be completely 
applicable to public schools 
here. 


Meeting Scheduled. 


Mayor Tucker said the ques- 
tion of the city’s authority to 
inspect public schools for safe- 
ty conditions and to enforce 
city building codes will be dis- 
cussed ai a meeting later today 
of ‘he Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment with represen- 
tatives of the Board of Edu- 
cation. 

The original purpose of the 
meeting was to discuss the an- 
ticipated loss of revenue to 
the schools from a reduction in 
merchants and manufacturers’ 
tax assessments. 

In addition to Tucker, those 


who participated in the meet- 
ing yesterday were Joseph P. 
Sestric, director of public 
safety; Albert H. Baum Jr., 
building commisioner; Charles 
G. Dolan, acting city counselor; 
Fire Chief James Mullen, and 
William H. Trantina, chief in- 
spector in the fire marshal’s 
office, who last week inspected 
the ruins of Our Lady of An- 
gels cshool in Chicago where 
92 persons lost their lives in a 
fire Dec. 1. 

In St. Louis county, the re- 
aquest for a legal opinion as to 
the applicability of the build- 
ing code to schools constructed 
before the code was adopted 
was made by William H. Guh- 
man, director of public safety. 

Guhman said he wanted to 
know whether his office had 
authority to condemn school 
buildings found to be unsafe 
or to require that hazardous 
conditigns be corrected. The 
building code applies only to 
unincorporated parts of the 
county. 

The county code contains 
some of the safety standards 
set by the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. 

It is known that county offi- 
cials have been concerned 
about safety conditions found 
in one or two of a group of 


schools they have inspected 
since the Chicago fire. 
However, they have been 


withholding their reports un- 
til they are advised if they 
have authority to compel cor- 
rection of the conditions, it 
was said. The inspections have 
been made by county Fire 
Marshal John Moodv and Wal- 
ter Casler, deputy public works 
director. 

Plans for a detailed survey 
of safety conditions in St. Louis 
public schools were laid at a 
special meeting yesterday of 
the Community Planning Com- 
mittee of the Board of Educa- | 
tion. | 

The committee decided that 
part of the study would be> 
made by school principals and 
teachers. It was felt that both 
teachers and principals, because 
of their intimate knowledge of 
the buildings in which they 
work, might have valuable 
safety suggestions to offer. 

A second part of the study 
is to be made by the building 
department. 

The committee emphasized 
that the study will include a 
consideration of whether fire 
doors should be installed on 
stairwells. The Post-Dispatch 
reported last week that ‘most 
public school buildings here 
lack fire doors, which are rec- 
ognized by fire authorities as a 
valuable safety measure. 

George H. Fletcher, commis- 
sioner of school buildings, who 
has previously expressed op- 
position to installation of fire 
doors, repeated his views at 
yesterday's meeting. 

“I don't feel we can just say 
that all schools should have 
fire doors,” he said. “In some 
cases a fire door would cause 
a traffic jam in a school. We'll 
have to make a study of each | 
stairwell in each school.” 

The committee indicated that | 
the survey is expected to be) 
completed in 30 days. 

The group voted to recom-| 
mend to the Board of Educa- | 
tion that an open letter be pre- | 
pared explaining “what we| 
have been doing and what we | 
contemplate doing with respect | 
to fire safety in the public 
schools.” 

Fletcher reported to the 
committee that two steps have 
been taken since the Chicago 
fire to improve safety condi- 
tions in school buildings. He 
said he had ordered reinstalla- 
tion of fire doors that had been 
removed from boiler rooms in 
four school buildings. 

The second step is an order 
to discontinue the use of oil- 
treated mops in cleaning floors. | 
They are to be replaced by | 
chemically treated mops which | 
are regarded as safer, he said. 

Fletcher also stated that by 
mid-1959 every older building | 
in the public school system will | 
have been rewired, contribut- 
ing substantially to its safety. 
Funds for the electrical work 
were provided in the 1955) 
school bond issue.

United States District Judge 
Charles E. Wyzanski Jr. of Bos- 
ton had ordered the textile 
manufacturer to produce the 
books and records of Lebanon 
Woolen Mills, Lebandale Mills, 
Northfield Mills, George Mab- 
bett & Sons and Strathmore 
Woolen Co., five of Goldfine’s 
companies. 

The records, dating back 
seven years, were sought by the 
Revenue Service in connection 
with its investigation of Gold- 
fine’s income tax returns. 
Judge Wyzanski directed that 
Goldfine produce the books or 
face “civil and criminal con- 
tempt of court penalties.” 

The IRS spokesman said 
Goldfine’s employes pleaded 
that they did not have suffi- 
cient time to assemble all the 
records. James W. Kelleher, 
one of Goldfine’s lawyers, said 
the court order would be fully 
complied with but that one of 
the bookkeepers was sick. 

The Revenue Service had 
possession of the records ear- 
lier but allowed Goldfine to 
take them back to complete de- 
linquent income tax returns. 

Uncashed Checks. 

In another federal action, 
Goldfine has until 5 p.m. today 
to produce for Judge Wyzanski 
an accounting and explanation 
of some of the $776,879 in 
cashier's checks purchased by 
his various companies but 
never cashed. 

The court order on the un- 
cashed checks was issued in 
connection with a suit brought 
against Goldfine by a group of 
minority stockholders who are 
seeking an accounting of the 
financial affairs of East Boston 
Co. and Boston Port Develop- 
ment Corp. 

In his appearances before 
the House subcommittee last 
July, Goldfine refused to an- 
swer 22 questions relating. to 
specific financial operations of 
Boston Port Development, a 
realty firm in which he was 
controlling stockholder 

He repeatedly resisted all at- 
tempts to find out why he 
withdrew $104,973 from this 
firm., He insisted that the “in- 
ternal affairs’ of Boston Port 
Development and East Boston 
were none of the subcommit- 
tee’'s business and were not 
pertinent to its inquiry.

Arkansas, and other 
subcommittee members insist- 
ed just.as strongly that the 
questions were relevant to the

It operates a small mu- 
seum housed in one of the build- 
ings adjacent to the old church. 
It plans to mark historical build- 


ings and sites and preserve two 
residences typical of its past 
which were lately donated to it. 

In all these plans, including 
possible purchase of land su 


rounding St. Ferdinand’s for park 
purposes by St. Loufs county, St 
Ferdinand'’s has been the center- 
piece. 

The Archbishop offered to do- 
Mate the 1.96 acres upon which 
the old church now stands to the 
city of Florissant, provided that 
the church be razed and a shrine 
be erected to commemorate it. As 
Mayor Jules O'Neil of Florissant 
says, “There is no better shrine 
than the church itself.” 

Mayor O'Neil, the historical so- 
ciety and interested individuals 
seek means of raising $75,000 to 
$100,000 to renovate the church 
interlor without cost to the arch- 
diocese This 4s too much of a 
job for Florissant alone—and use- 
less unless the demolition idea is 
dropped

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Freeing the Free Bridge 

An important question of municipal policy 
is raised by Mayor Tucker's recent statement 
that he would be glad to free the MacArthur 
bridge if there were some way the city could 
replace the $1,000,000 or so that it produces 
for the city treasury. 


For many years it has been a rueful joke 
that the “Free bridge” is not free. Is-it not 
time to bring the joke to an end? The metro- 
politan area urgently needs to lift the tolls 
on all the bridges which act as a tax on move- 
ment within this area. Does not the city have 
a responsibility to take leadership in this 
movement by freeing its own MacArthur 
bridge? 

If the answer is Yés—and in the light of the 
bridges history we think there is no doubt 
of it—then the City Administration right now 
should be considering ways by which the 
Aldermen might replace the bridge revenue. 
This would further complicate an already 
complicated budgetary problem, but that 
alone is no reason to shy away from the issue. 
Mayors and Comptrollers and Aldermen are 
elected to tackle all city problems, the diffi- 
cult along with the simple.

The span, originally the Municipal bridge, 
was opened free of tolls in January 1917 and 
became popularly known as the Free bridge. 
It had cost about $6,250,000. a sum borrowed 
by St. Louisans in two separate bond issues 
and repaid by them over the years through 
taxes on their property. I! was their answer 
to the excessively high tolls charged by the 
Terminal Railroad to move freight across 
Eads bridge and into St. Louis 


Tolls on the vehicular deck were collected 
for the first time on July 21, 1932, at the low 
point of the depression, the proceeds being 
earmarked for the retirement of $6,590,000 in 
unemployment relief bonds. The last of these 
was paid off in March 1946, but still the toll 
booths stayed’up. The city had grown accus- 
tomed to levying this tax on travel. It has 
been far easier to discover one pretext after 
another for continuing it than to give it up. 


But all St. Louis depends on the economic 
health of the downtown area, and that area 
must increasingly look to Illinois for shoppers 
and workers. Does it make sense to erect. a 
municipal toll gate that discourages free 
movement across the river? Why tax travel 
from the East Side. any more than travel 
from St. Louis ceunty? Why collect tolls that 
pay for the bridge every six years without 
ever setting it free? 


The bridge is a substantial money maker. 
In the fiscal year ended last April, the vehicu- 


lar deck took in $1,175,024 from 5,693,018 
automobiles and 1,379,846 trucks. About 
135,000 Government vehicles and _ trucks 
crossed without charge. Direct expenses, 
largely the salaries of to|l collectors, ran to 
$172,673. The “profit” accordingly totaled 
Slightly more than $1,000,000, 

The railroad deck, originally the principal 
reason forthe span’s existence, also is a reve- 
nue producer and has been since it was 
opened to traffic in May 1918. In this case, 
however, funds are earmarked for mainte- 


nance and capital improvement of the bridge 
and the railroad approaches that are an es- 
sential part of the deck. Income from rail- 
road movements last year ran to $549,132, as 
against $523,514 in expenses, which included 
Salaries of track crews, signal men and the 
like.

The only remaining problem would be how 
to replace the $1,000 000 in lost revenue. This 
is initially a problem for the Board of Adjust- 
ment, composed of the Mayor, the Comptrol- 
ler and the President of the Board of Alder- . 
men. Ultimately, though, it is a problem for 
the Aldermen, who would have to enact the 


necessary revenue measures 

Do they want to see the bridge free? If 
so, this is one question on which they might 
co-operate with the Mavors office for the 
benetit of the whole metropolitan area. 


Not All’s Ill in Little Rock 

The victory of three candidates for the Lit- 
tle Rock school board who apparently want 
to keep the schools open, and who were op- 
posed by Gov. Faubus, suggests that things 
may be a little better than they had appeared 
to be in the Arkansas capital. 

Clearly not all the parents of Little Rock 
stand with the Governor in making it a choice 
between unyielding segregation on one hand 
and grievous damage to their children’s fu- 
tures on the other. 

Though all six members elected to the 
school board professed themselves segrega- 
tionists, they are divided half-and-half on 
school-closing. Two lawyers and a city traffic 
judge share Faubus's rule-or-ruin outlook. An 
advertising executive, an executive director 
of an industrial development company and a 
contractor want to preserve the educational 
opportunities of their community in the midst 
of differences of opinion. Two others of that 
persuasion came close to winning. 

Perhaps Ted L. Lamb, one of the winners, 
exaggerates when he says, “This is the first 
crack in the Faubus edifice. I predict his en- 
tire political empire will soon be crumbling.” 
But at least it serves motice that there are 
quite a few people in Little Rock who are 
able to exercise reason in dealing with the 
problems of integration, and that they can 
make themselves felt. 


Timbuktu in the Space Age 


Something has at last happened at—or 
rather, over—Timbuktu, a desolate town in 
the Sahara with a name that has long been 
a synonym for the jumping-off place. One 
of man’s most fascinating and mighty scien- 
tific instruments, the lunar probe rocket, has 
carried a modest degree of distinction to 
backward, forsaken Timbuktu. 

The scientists and military men who 
launched the Army's 60-ton vehicle with its 
gold-plated payload hoped that it would orbit 
the sun or at least attain the moon. Instead, 
Pioneer UI fell back despairingly from an 
altitude of 66,600 miles to burn out in a blaze 
of glory over the isolated mud hut town where 
nothing much had ever happened before. 

Years ago somebody wrote a song, “Two- 
Buck Tim from Timbuktu,” but that did lit- 
tle if anything for this town in the Territory 
of the French Sudan. The Navy had a song 


that contained the line, “There'll be high ela- 
tion from the ships on far China station to 
Timbuktu,” but that probably never induced 
anyone to go to Timbuktu. Some reference 
hooks, on the basis of a muddy stream near 
Timbuktu that leads into the Niger, described 
the desert crossroads as “the meeting place 
of the camel and canoe.” But nobody showed 
any interest in whether a camel rider and a 
canoe paddler had a rendezvous in Timbuktu. 


But now, as a result of the lamented ballis- 
tic missile fizzle, Timbuktu seems sure to be- 
come known as a really fantastic place where 
camel, canoe and lunar probe rocket meet. 


Russia’s Trade Offensive 


It is very proper that Congress and the Ad- 
ministration should concern themselves with 
Soviet Russia's trade offensive, and with 
measures to meet it. But we hope that the 
response will be maturely considered and well 
adapted to the actual problem. The tempta- 
tion to act hastily and under pressure of blind 
fear will be strong; it should be resisted. 

Some voices, for example, are already being 
raised in behalf of the establishment of a 
government trading monopoly which can do 
what the Russians do—subsidize exports by 
selling them below cost, or arrange barter 
deals according to political rather than eco- 
nomic interest. 

We do this now with farm surpluses, but 
to extend the dumping principle to industrial 
products should be the last solution our coun- 
try seriously considers. If we cannot com- 
pete with the Russians in world trade without 
adopting totalitarian methods, then in large 
part we have already lost the battle—and 
that is not to be believed. Our objective 
should be, not to model ourselves on the 
Communists, but to arrive at an intelligently 
planned foreign economic policy which en- 
ables us to hold our own in world competi- 
tion while at the same time retaining the 
maximum degree of free enterprise. 

It is always possible to frighten oneself by 
looking at a particular transaction where the 
Russians have been able to sell some product 
at a price which seems to be below cost for 
our industries. What should be borne in 
mind is that the Russians face fundamentally 
the same economic facts we do. This means 
that there are limits to the degree of subsidy 
which can sensibly be granted to exports. It 
means that even a totalitarian economy over 
the long run must consider not only how 
much of its resources, skills and productivity 
it can export, but how much it must import. 
Trade is not merely a matter of obtaining 
foreign markets; it is also a matter of supply- 
ing markets for foreign goods. 

If Soviet costs in world trade are below 
ours, let us remember that this is true of the 
costs of most countries, not only the Commu- 
nist ones. The answer is not necessarily sub- 
sidv or other forms of cost cutting, but con- 
centration of our trede effort in those areas 
where our productivity advantage is most 
pronounced. In short, the Soviet trade chal- 
lenge needs to be met—but by wise planning, 
not by excited imitation of totalitarian 
methods. 


Democrats on Civil Rights 


Perhaps civil rights should not be political 
campaign issues, but they are. So the Demo- 
cratic National Committee deserves a bow for 
its 84-to-18 vote of confidence in National 
Chairman Paul Butler. 

Althoughiy sharply criticized by Southern 
members, the majority of the committee 
would not strike from its Butler resolution 
its praise for “his forthright utterances on 
civil rights and the determination of the Dem- 
ocratic party that the provisions of the Con- 
stitution of the United States as interpreted 
by the Supreme Court shall be enforced and 
made effective ts 

The committee's firmness will not prevent 
this from arising in the partys next 
national convention. Nor will all the party's 
candidates take the same stand. Yet the na- 
tional committee’s action does help to sharpen 
the party’s position, and makes it more diffi- 
cult for candidates on its ticket to offer com- 
fort to those who are unwilling to abide by 
the Constitution and the Supreme Court. 

Undoubtedly this resolution reflects strength 
of the Northern and urban elements in the 
party to a degree that is not manifest in Con- 
For that very reason it is a warning 
to those who would straddle, as well as a prop 
for the hesitant. And it raises hope for a 
platform statement that will be meaningful.

Big Man in Germany 

While Sunday's voting in Berlin was a 
crushing defeat for the Communists, it also 
was a serious set-back for Chancellor Ade- 
nauer. As such, it gives national prominence 
to the leader of Berlin’s victorious Socialists, 
Mayor Willy Brandt. 

Heretofore Berlin was governed by a coali- 
tion even though the Socialists had a one- 
vote majority. But they now have 78 of the 
133 seats in the parliament while the Chris- 
tian Democrats have but 55. So Brandt may 
not form another coalition. Even if he does, 
all concerned will be aware of his strength. 


Since the death of the idolized Kurt Schu- 
macher in 1952, German Socialist leadership 
has been colorless. In Mayor Brandt, who 
escaped the Nazis and fought in the Norwe- 
gian underground, the party has an exciting 
as well as an able man, one who could be 
“the man after Adenauer.” 

Constitutionally, Berlin and the Berliners 
have a limited status in the German Federal 
Republic. The city is organized as one of the 
country’s states, and Berlin’s coat-of-arms 
hangs with others behind the speaker's ros- 
trum in the Bundestag. Yet because it is le- 
gally under four-power control, the city’s 
elected representatives do not vote in Bonn. 
Federal legislation is given force by having 
the city’s parliament adopt laws passed in 
Bonn. The national government, however, 
has assumed financial responsibility for Ber- 


lin. It collects taxes, meets the annual munic-_ 


ipal deficit, pays social security claims, vet- 
erans benefits, refugee charges and the like 
at an average cost of more than $250,000,000 
a year. 

The political parties, however, do not re- 
gard Berlin as having a special status. A 
Christian Democrat or a Socialist in Berlin is 
regarded just as if he lived in any other part 
of Western Germany. Thus, whether or not 
a general German settlement is reached in 
the meantime, Brandt could be the No. 1 man 
in the next national campaign. If so, no party 
organ would describe him as one Socialist 
journal described the party’s present leader, 
Erich Ollenhauer—‘deadly boring even to his 
comrades.”

The only measuring rod available 
is the “maximum permissible con- 
centration” (MPC) seg by the Inter- 
national Committee on Radiological 
Protection. The MPC is determined 
from past medical experience with 
the effects of radioactive materials— 
such as radium—that have previous- 
ly been absorbed by humans. Stron- 
tium 90 is‘chemically similar to ra- 
dium, and like radium also accumu- 
lates in the bones. A rough estimate 
of the amounts of Strontium 90 that 
can be tolerated by the body without 
medical harm can be obtained by 
comparison with the known effects 
of different amounts of radium. 

For milk, the MPC has been set 
at 80 micromicrocuries of Strontium 
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90 per gram of calcium (‘or 80 
“Strontium units”). One liter of 


milk contains about 1 gram of cal- 
cium so the MPC can also be ex- 
pressed as 80 Strontium units per 
liter (roughly, one quart) of milk 

This means that a child whose 
calcium for bone and tooth growth 
is supplied by drinking milk which 
day in and day out contains 80 units 
of Strontium 90 will on the average 
receive the limit of Strontium 90 that 
can be safely tolerated. So in July 
1958, when the milk in St. Louis 
reached the level of 18.7 Strontium 
units, it contained 18.7, 80 or a little 
less than % of the Strontium 90 
level that according to present esti- 
mates may be allowed in milk for 
daily consumption. 

Looking at the increase of 12.2 
Strontium 90 units in a fifteen month 
period, we can see that if this rate

to reach the maximum_ permissible 
concentration of Strontium 90 in 
milk in about 6 years from now. 
Whether this increase continues de- 
pends on how many more nuclear 
weapons are exploded in this time. 

It should be remembered that the 
MPC is. based on an average ten- 
dency to absorb Strontium 90 from 
milk and an average susceptibility to 
its radiation. Actually people differ 
so much that some individuals can 
probably tolerate more Strontium 90 
in food and others less than the 
average MPC indicates. 

An added problem is that Stron- 
tium 90 is absorbed from other foods 
as well. The Strontium 90 content 
of various foods is quite variable, 
and may exceed that of milk. For 
example, a recent AEC publication 
HASL-42, Oct. 1958) reports that 
in 1957 samples of okra, spinach and 
turnip greens grown in Tennessee 
contained 18.0, 1.2 and 21.3 Stron- 
tium 90 units respectively. Depend- 
ing on dietary habits, vegetables or 
cereals may be more important 
sources of Strontium 90 than milk. 
Our knowledge of these complex 
problems is still very slight. 

Public Health Service tests of St. 
Louis milk were made on samples 
of mixed milk obtained from many 
farms. We may expect that some 
farms produce milk that has signil- 
icantly less than the average Stron- 
tium 90 in mixed St. Louis milk, 
while milk from other farms has 
more than the average. 

The inescapabie conclusion from 
the AEC studies is that if we are to 
have at all an accurate picture of 
human absorption of Strontium 90, 
we must have much wider testing 
geographically, and much more in- 
tensive testing from each locality.

NEW TRADE TALKS 


FOR EUROPE URGED 


Head of American Mission 


Cites Importance to 
Political Situation. 


Resumption of trade confer- 
ences in Europe is important 
not only to the economic but 
to the political situation, G. W. 
von Arnim, head of the Ameri- 
can mission of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-op- 
eration, warned here last night. 

Addressing the World Affairs 
Council of Greater St. Louis at 
the Coronado Hotel, he voiced 
the hope that the series of con- 
ferences soon will be resumed.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9 (AP) — 
A new college basketball era 
may be dawning for Northwest- 
ern, long :a stepchild among 
Big Ten titans. Meanwhile, 
once-mighty Kansas, a peren- 
nial midland’s threat, faces 
lean days this season without 
Wilt (The Stilt) Chamberlain. 

Northwestern, picked with 
Purdue as the Big Ten pre- 
season favorites, is justifying 
the evaluation thus far. The 
Wildcats, ranked tenth in the 
first Associated Press weekly 
poll, turned back Notre Dame, 
No. 11 in the listings, 68-63, 
last night. 

The victory was Northwest- 
ern's third in a row. The other 
two came at the expense of 
Western Michigan and Mary- 
land. The Wildcats get a 
breather until Dec. 19 and 20 
when they compete in the Blue 
Grass festival which also in- 
cludes host Louisville, North 
Carolina and Notre Dame. 

Kansas, No. 7, bowed to up- 


start Denver, 73-60, for its 
first setback after victories 
over Rice and Canisius. With 
the 7-foot Chamberlain join- 
ing the Harlem Globetrotters 
after two seasons at Kansas, 


the Jayhawks have their work 
cut out for them, especially in 
the rebound department 
Fifth Last Season. 
Northwestern has won only 
two league titles since the Big 
Ten began league competition 
in 1906. The Wildcats won the 
crown in 1931 and tied for first 
in 1933. Northwestern, which 
also indicated an upsurge in 
football this year, tied for 
fifth in the basketball stand- 
ings in 1957-58 while compil- 
ing a 13-9 over-all record. 
Kansas has won 17 confer- 
ence championships since 1929. 
In the past seven seasons the 
Jayhawks won three titles out- 
right and tied for a fourth. 
Kansas tied for second in the 
Big Eight last season while 
posting an 18-5 season mark

Speaker Dies; Regarded as Best 


Defensive Outfielder in History 


HUBBARD, Tex., Dee. 9 
UP1)—Tristram ‘Tris! Speak- 
er, generally regarded as the 
greatest defensive outfielder 


who ever lived, died of a heart 
attack last night only a pop 


fly away from the spot where 
he played his first baseball 
game as a barefooted young- 
ster. 

Speaker, 70, known as the 


“Gray Eagle,” died whispering 
his own name, apparently un- 
certain that those who tried 
to help him knew his identity. 

The Hall of Fame outfielder, 
who compiled a lifetime batting 


average of .344 in 22 sea- 
sons, mostly with the. Boston 
Red Sox and Cleveland In- 


dians, had just finished a day's 
fishing with a friend, Charley 
Vaughan, at nearby Lake 
Whitney when the end came. 

The two men were hooking 
the boat and trailer to their 
car when Speaker suddenly 
slumped over. Vaughan and 
other fishermen picked up the 
former big league star and 
lifted him into the back seat 
of the car. 


Dr. H. P. Sammons, another 
friend, said baseball's famed 
‘Gray Eagle” opened his eyes 


and whispered 

My name is Tris Speaker.” 
Member of ‘Dream Outfield.’ 

Those were the last words 
spoken by the man, who along 
with Babe Ruth and Ty Cobb. 
was ranked as part of base- 
ball’s “dream outfield.” 

Speaker's body promptly was 
brought here where he was 
born and where he first pitched 
for his grammar school team. 
He is survived by his wife. 
Frances, and two sisters. Mrs. 
Pearl Scott of Hubbard and 
Mrs. Alma Speaker Lindsty of 
Abilene, Tex. 

Funeral! services will be held 
Thursday at 10:30 a.m. from 
the Walfe Funera! Chapel in 
Hubbard. The Rev. Bill Fleener. 
Episcopal rector here, wil! of- 
ficiate. 

Cobb, a contemporary of 
Speaker, summed up the sen- 
timents of most baseball men 
upon learning of his death. 

“I'm deeply depressed,” Cobb 
said. “I don’t need to empha- 
size Speaker's greatness. His 
records speak for themselves.” 

Speaker began his profes- 
sional baseball career in 1906 
with Cleburne of the Texas 
League at $50 a month and 
then earned $57,000 a year in 
1920 when he managed Cleve- 
land to its first American 
League pennant and world 
championship. 

“Spoke,” as his fellow ball 
players called him, broke into 
the méjor leagues with the Red 
Sox in 1907 and formed part 
of a brilliant outfield with 
Harry Hooper and Duffy Lewis 
From 18910 through 1915. he 
never hit less than .322 and 
after being traded to Cleveland 
in 1916, he usually managed to 
hit better than 350 each year. 
He batted and threw left- 
handed. 

Played Closest to Second. 

Impressive as his hitting was, 
it was overshadowed by his 
brilliant defensive work in 
center field. He could go back 
for a ball like no other out- 
fielder and there was none— 
before him or even after him— 
who ever played so close be- 
hind the second baseman. 

Crowning glory of Speaker's 
career came in 1936 when he 
was voted into baseball's Hall 


; of Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y. 


Doak Roberts, former owner 
of the Houston club in the 
Texas League, was credited 
with discovering young Speak- 
er in this same town where his 
body lay today. 

Trying to interest the St. 
Louis Browns in him, Roberts 
wired them: |

Down the Years 


An ambitious little basket- 
ball record book, called the 
“Basketball Log.” is the re- 
cent product of a St. Louis 
area enthusiast. 

The book's attraction lies 
in the research through which 
the author has reached into 
the dim past and recorded 
details in the growth of the 
amateur and professional 
game. 

Jack Bender, 27-year-old 
editor of the Florissant Val- 
ley Reporter, a community 
weekly, is the author. How 
did he happen to do this 
job? 

“My father (Hank Bender 
of Waterloo, la.) coached the 
Rath Packing Co. team of 
Waterloo in independent bas- 
ketball in the 1930s,” Bender 
explained. The team com- 
peted in Several National 
A. A. U. tournaments. 

“One of the hardest things 
to find was the record of the 
old National Basketbal! 
League,” Bender said.*But he 
got some help from an Osh- 
kosh (Wis.) sports editor, who 


worked hard to fill in the 
gaps, he said. 
After devoting a chapter 


on the contributions to the 
game made by the touring 
professional teams of two 
eras—the New York Original 
Celtics and the Harlem 
Globetrotters—Bender traces 
the development of pro bas- 
ketball. One of the notable 
earlier teams was the Cleve- 
land Rosenblums, a league 
champion in 1926. 

In 1935-36 came the Mid- 
west Industrial Basketball 
Conference and two seasons 
later it was organized on a 
strictly . professional basis, 
historian Bender records.

By the 1940s the Fort 
Wayne Zollner Pistons were 
established as a basketball 
name that endures even to 
this day—the club now is the 
Detroit Pistons of the NBA.

But when it comes to taking 
a test, she gets panicky and 
starts fumbling. We are wor- 
ried this will make life very 
difficult and that it will 
some day stand in her way 
when she wants to get into a 
good college. What can we 
do’ 


ANSWER: First, realize 
that Anne’s problem is not 
unique. Lots of youngsters 
—and, for that matter, 
adults—are in the same boat. 
That, of course, is not very 
much consolation to you. But 
the point is that you-can and 
should help Anne. 

The first requirement {fs 
patience. Don’t get her even 


more flustered by getting 
angry or short - tempered 
when she fluffs an exam.

THE YOUNG MEN and wom- 
en who are studying medicine 
today are handicapped by a 
lack of cadavers for the study 
of anatomy. How can they 
be trained to become compe- 
tent internists, surgeons or re- 
search scientists without actual 
knowledge of the human body? 
They cannot. 

This problem of the medical 
schools can be reduced to 
simple personal terms. (That's 
the reproach that men bring 
against women, that we never 
grasp a general statement until 
we have dramatized it on a 
person-to-person basis; and 
their accusation is more than 
half true.) Well, suppose that 
20 years from now your son 
may be entering a hospital for 
an operation. Suppose that 
you could insure him against 
the danger of surgery at the 
hands of a man imperfettly 
trained. Would you do it? 

There is a way. You. can 
write it into your will that 
your body be given immedi- 
ately after death to an institu- 
tion of your choice. There are 
now 10 states which have made 
legal provisions for such be- 
quests, and it is fortunate that 
Missouri is one of them. The 
law requires that the cadaver 
be cremated after use by the 
institution, or returned td.the 
family, if they s6 request, for 
cremation or burial. 

Formerly the unclaimed bod- 
ies of paupers constituted the

only source of supply for 
anatomical study — Sadly 
enough, a quite adequate 
supply. Now, with social se- 
curity, old age assistance, and 
unemployment compensation, 
fewer people die neglected and 
destitute. Therefore it is up 
to us who have never lacked 
for anything to replace the in- 
digent. It seems little enough 
to do. And it is rather com- 
forting to know that one may 
be of use even in death. It is 
what Eugene Morris of the 
Harvard Law School called 
“the value of the dead to the 
living.” 

The legal steps are simple. 
You make a codicil to your 
will, you send a copy to the 
school you have chosen, and 
you inform your family of 
your wishes.
